These groups are con 
trolled by “ key numbers” from zero 
to nine. 
The men to be called up 
have been numbered in red ink on 
the selective list by the local boards. 
These red ink 
serial 
numbers 
run 
from very small figures in the light.ly 
populated districts to more than 9.00C 
in a very few other districts. 
The 
red numaers were assigned by chance 
Because of this General Crowder liar 
ruled that drawings in sets of 1,000 
will in no way work a hardship on 
any one. 
To make it fair the draw 
ings w ill be divided into two parts 
First will be the “ key numbers,” to 
.jetcrmine in what order each cheet 
of 1,000 shall appear on' the master 
list. 
Then w ill come a drawing of 
numbers from one to 1,000 to dcterm 
ine the order inside each group in

registered cligibles shall 
be called up.

but ‘Who shall be called first for ex 
im m ation?’ and what we must do 16 
to make a list showing the order of 
examination. 
“ Now no one knows how many men 
must be examined 
to yield 
687,000 
-.oldiers. 
Therefore, no one can say 
just how many men it is absolutely 
necessary to put on this list. 
A mo 
nent’s reflection w ill prove that the 
whole 10,000,000 must be given their 
places on the list of ‘order of exam­ 
ination.’ 


“ Every registered man is in a state 
of 
uncertainty. 
He 
docs 
not know 
when he will be called. 
He hesitates 
to plant a crop for fear he will not 
reap it 
Em ployers hesitate 
to 
en­ 
gage his services, fearing they will be 
but temporary. 
This condition ought 
to be cured for the repose of the puo- 
tic mind. 
It can be cured to come ex- 
ent by putting every man on the list. 
‘•For this reason the whole 10,000 
300 names are to be given places on 
the list of order of examination. 


“ Obviously no single agency could 
ixam m e 10,000,000 
men 
Therefore 
the 10,000 000 
are 
segregated 
into 
groups of suitable size for convenient 
examination. There arc 4,557 of these 
groups. 
For each group a board has 
been appointed to examine for selec­ 
tion. 
By far the greatest number of 
these groups consist of approximately 
3,000 men. 
“ Since this is so our problem is no. 
to put. the Whole 10,000.000 names m 
one list arranged in the oider of ex 
amination 
It is to determine the or­ 
der of examination in each group of 
about 3,000 names. 
“ Sinoe all registered men stand in 
an equality of right and duty, the 
question of priority can only be de 
termined by lot or drawing, 
i 
“ It would be possible to have 4,557 
separate 
drawings— one 
for 
each 
group— but, 
since 
methods 
would 
vary and since supervision 
m d ab­ 
solute insurance against the charge 
of fraudulent manipulation could not 
be had in that way, every consider- 
ation of expediency and justice urges 
one drawing m Washington. 
“ In each group every registration 
card has a red ink number written on 
its face and these numbers run in a 
single series from unity (onei to the 
number corresponding to the greatest 
number of cards in the groin. 
Nor­ 
m ally this is from 
unity 
(one) 
to 
about 3,COO. 
“ Exact copies of the cards 
n each 
group have been attested and sent to 
‘.he 
various 
state 
capitals. 
Lists 
showing the name of each 
man 
in 
each group and the serial number of 
his cards has been posted in the office 
of the board, published by the piccs 
and one copy is on file in Washington. 
There is therefore no chcnce of any 
man’s number beinq changed without 
detection or of any card being lost 
beyond replacement. 
W e aic dealing 
then with 4.557 groups of cards, each 
group numbered in one 
series 
that 
normally runs from one to aiou t 3.C00 
“ Suppose 
there 
were 
just 
3.C30 
names and numbers in every group. 
It is at once apparent that it would 
be a very simple thing to have a cen- 
.ral drawing that would control the 
order of every name and number in 
?very group of the whole 10,000,OCD— 
just put 3.000 num bds into a bowl 
and draw them out one at a time. The 
first number drawn out would place 
the 4,557 cards bearing that partic­ 
ular number a* the head of every list 
in the 
Umtcd 
States. 
The second 
number drawn would put the 
card6 
bearing that numbei sci~onu on ail of 
the lists and so forth. 
“ Now the thing cannot be done in 
p iecseiy this way because there arc 
not precisely 3,000 numbers in every 
group. 
But the same idea, w>th a few 
necessary modifications, is the idea on 
which the present draw ng is based. 
“ The central drawing 
must 
com­ 
prise over 
9,POO 
numbers 
because 
there are a few qroups of over 9.C00 
num jers and the master must contain 
sufficient numbers 
to 
accommodate 
the large groups.” 
•‘To draw 'O.Of''* 
separate 
names 
would take 10.hours, and would mul­ 
tiply the chance of error. 
Moreover, 
if the nine thousands, the eight thon- 


sands, the seven t'nohsanus and the 
six thousands were scattered all over 
the master list, indiscriminately, the 
cancellation by boards having small 
grot ps would 
be very 
tedious, and 
would open 
the way 
to 
numerous 
errcrs. All this is easily avoided. 
‘ Suppose we drew only 1,000 num­ 
bers. 
W e could then provide that the 
drawing of the number 878 would also 
craw the numbers 1878, 2878, 3,878, 
4.878, 5,878, 6,878, 
7,878, 8,878 
and 
9.878. 
“ In that way, only 1,000 numbers 
need be drawn, and by making out 
master list consist 
of nine 
sheets 
(one sheet for each 1,000) we could 
provide a master list ea ily applicable 
to lists with only 3,CC0 numbers, since 
such boards could disregard all ex­ 
cept the first three sheets. 
“ W e should do this but for the fact 
that this makes it certain that the 
men in the first thousand would be 
called fust, men in the second thou­ 
sand next and men with the highest 
serial numbers last of all. 


“ Since the assignment of numbers 
is also done uy chance, this does not 
interfere very greatly with the even 
chance of all men, but it does inter­ 
fere to some extent. For this reason 
it was decided to have one drawing to 
determine the 
order in 
which the 
sheets of 1,0C'1 each would appear on 
the master list, instead of arbitrarily 
assigning the sheets of 1,000 in th«i» 
natural order. This reduces the whole 
matter to an 
absolute 
equality of 
chance. 
The method w ill be, then— 
“ First— A drawing of numbers from 
0 to 9. to determine 
the 
order in 
which the sheets cf 1.000 each shall 
appear on the master list. 


“ 3eccnd— A drawinn 
of 
numbers 
from 1 to 1.000 to determine the order 
inside each group of 1,000. 


“ One group of numbers from one 
to 1.000 and separate group from 0 to 
9 have been carefully imprinted cn 
opaque slips of paper 
black on omc 
side, counted and 
chcckea. 
These 
slips have been rolled and each put 
mside a gelatin 
capsule 
with the 
black side out. 
To insure absolute 
accuracy of count, the capsule^ cor. 
taming numbers from 
one to 
1.0C0 
have been counted into 10 glass iarr- 
in groups of 100 each, the glas3 jarc 
having been sealed and kept in a safe 
awaiting the day of drawing. 
“ The contents of the jars will be 
dccantad i 'to a larqe glass receptacle 
from which 
they 
can be 
readily 
drawn. 
A blindfolded man will stir 
the :apsules in the receptacle thor­ 
oughly I efore any are d ra w ' :,i d w i 
keep stirring them during the draw­ 
ing. 
“ The blindfolded man 
will 
then 
draw capsules out, one at a time. 7 • 
each capsule is 
drawn it 
w ill oc 
handed to an 
announcer, 
who will 
break the capsule and announce the 
number drawn. 
W hile he is announc 
inc. the number a second capsule w ill 
be drawn and handed to a second 
rnnouncer, who w ill rreak the cap­ 
sule and read the number. 
The draw- 
ing w ill proceed in this way until Alt 
the capsules ire drawn. 
“ Three tally chects will be 
kept 
One keeper of a tally sheet w ill re- 
pc. t each number as it is announced, 
and all three will write it down 
i 
case of disagreement between tali/ 
sheets on any number the sheets that 
agree will control. 
“ Im mediately after the drawinn of 
the numbers from 0 to 9 to determ me 
the order in which 
the 
thousands 
shall appear on the master list, th ; 
drew ing of the numbers from one lo 
1 020 w ill take place. 
“ The master list w ill then be com- 
0 led by attaching 
n n e 
sheets cf 
1 020 numbers earh in the ord**r fie 
termined by the drawing. 
The mas­ 
ter list wilt then be sent to each of 
the 4,557 local 
boards, 
which 
will 
acply them to the local lists and pre­ 
pare the list cf order of examination’ 
for men in the qroup over which the 
particular board has control. 
“ Each local board w ill by that time 
have been informed of the number of 
men that it must furnish to make up 
us share of the 
G87.0C1? men ncccs 
sai y on the first call. 
“ Each local board w ill then notify 
200 t>er cent of the number it must 
furnish to appear 
for 
examination, 
and in so doing it w ill call them in 
the cider thus determined by apply, 
inr the master list to the local list. 
If. after 
calling 200 per cent, or 
f 
during the examination of the fust 
200 per cent it shall appear that the 
numoer thus called 
will 
not yield 
enough men to fill the 
quota, the 
board will keep on callinq men in the
